What  is  Preaching  the  Word? 

If  we  know  anything  about  it  the  Word 
i<  the  Gospel  of  the  Christ,  and  the  Gospel 
ojf  the  Christ  is  made  up  of  all  that  there  is 
about  the  Christ  in  the  Bible,  not  only  the 
story  of  his  birth,  life,  work,  suffering, 
death,  resurrection,  ascension  aild  interces- 
sion, but  all  of  the  promises,  prophesies  and 
symbols  in  the  Book  concerning  him.  This 
isi  the  Word  that  we  arc  commissioned  to 
preach.  The  Christ  the  Germ  [in  the  Old 
Testament,  and  the  Christ  the  fiiving  and 
saving  Personality  in  the  New  (Testament. 
When  we  have  done  this  we  ha  vie  preached 
the  Word  which  is  the  way  of  life  and  sal- 
vation to  a lost  and  ruined  world. 

Now  what  is  it  to  preach  the  Word!  The 
Word  contains  very  many  single  truths  yet 
all  directly  or  indirectly  related  and  there- 
fore to  preach  any  one  or  more  of  those 
truths  is  to  preach  the  Word  But  what  is 
it  to  preach  the  Wordf  Are  there  not  four 
prime  elements  in  all  true  preaching?  and 
are  they  not  1.  Explaining  or  expounding? 
2.  Proving  or  convincing?  3.  Applying  or 
making  it  personal?  and  4.  Persuading  or 
pleading  with  the  people  to  Accept  the 
Word  as  preached?  Now  if  this  is  true  or 
e^cn  half  true,  what  is  to  he  s]tid  of  no 
little  of  what  is  called  evangelistSe  preach- 
ing of  the  present  times?  There  is  little 
in  it  that  explains,  less  that  eonVineea,  and 
only  a lot  of  statements  and  exhortations 
and  a large  sum  of  persuasion  with  tears  in 
the.  voice  along  with  pathetic  mother,  death 
bed  and  sudden  death  stories  pathetically 
told,  and  with  most  of  the  light  and  con- 
viction of  the  blessed  Word  left  out.  Now 
the  effect  of  such  preaching  as! we  have 
seepied  to  observe  has  usually  b|cn  to  in- 
terest and  move  the  ignorant  an<l  unthnk 
ing  among  the  people  and  that  eveh  to  touch 
on|y  their  emotional  faculties  anc)  to  be  of 
a Werv  trans’ent  character,  while  the  more 
thoughtful  and  considerate  people!  remained 
nnitonvineed.  It  is  very  true  that  the  Holy 
Spirit  is  the  power  who  eonviets  the  sinner 
and  shows  the  truth  to  the  Christian,  hut  it 
is  quually  true  that  ITe  uses  the  Word  of 
Goid  to  produce  that  conviction.  Now  when 
yntu  add  to  thin  sort  of  declaiming  of  half 
wai.t  or  less  than  half  way  preaching  of  un- 
supported statement  and  laehremonious  per- 
smirion.  the  peculiarly  taking  and  person- 
ally magnetic  not  to  snv  commanding  even 
conipelling  methods  sometimes  if  not  often 
us<id.  do  you  wonder  that  some  men.  hut 
not  a very  large  number  are  so  successful? 

(I  i|se  successful  in  the  common  acceptation 
of  t(ie  termri  Thev  count  large  numbers 'of 
eopterts  sometimes  by  the  hund(<*d*  and 
eve#)  thousands  and  are  hailed  to  the  world 
as  high-class  Pentecostal  preachers  and  all 
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his  reinforcements,  his  methods,  and  his  in- 
apirat.ona.  We  think  God  may  lx?  and  oft- 
en is  in  sueh  movements,  hut  not  rn  Pente- 
costal force  and  plentitude  but  only  to  that 
extent  that  the  Lord  Himself  has  promised 
that  “His  Word  shall  not  return  unto  Him 
void.”  Then*  may  be  go^xl  results  but  al- 
ways in  keeping  with  the  true  Word  that  is 
preached.

A Schedule,  a System  and  a Suggest  on. 

The  Fon*ign  Board  has  issued  a schedule 
of  apportionments  for  the  various  district 
associations  of  our  ywn  and  other  States 
with  a view  of  equalizing  the  $36,000  asked 
of  onr  State  at  the  last  Convention  meeting 
at  I/onisville.  This  schedule  together  with 
one  for  Home  and  State  Missions  was  pub- 
lished by  Secretary  Rowe  in  The  Rcconl 
several  weeks  apn  and  now  that  the  va- 
rious associations  are  a bout  to  begin  their 
meetings  it  would  he  well  for  it  to  he  pub- 
lished again  so  that  each  moderator  and 
clerk  might  have  it  to  earn-  to  his  asao 
ciarion  for  use  in  report*. 

This  schedule  may  not  be  apportioned 
just  as  you  would  have  done  it  hut  Bro. 
Rowe  has  done  his  best  to  make  it  equal  and 
fair.  Now  let  us  adopt  it  in  our  associat-owil 
meetings  and  do  our  best  to  raise  it  in  the 
churches. 

In  order  to  have  system  about  it  let  each 
association  appoint  a eommitte  • of  its  most 
level  headed  men  to  apportion  the  amount 
asked  of  each  association  among  the  churches 
of  that  associat'on  Ix-t  this  amount  he  the 
minimum  that  each  church  expects  to  raise, 
all  of  them  going  beyond  it  if  possible. 

But  since  no  plan  will  work  itself  I wnnt 
to  make  n suggestion  to  the  pastors  and  as- 
soeiational  vice  presidents  of  the  Foreign 
Board.  Whether  your  association  adopts 
the  apportionment  for  the  various  churches 
or  not,  set  to  it,  that  the  amount  for  your 
association  is  incorporated  in  the  repoii  on 
foreign  m;ss:ons  and  then  have  it  under- 
stood with  some  earnest,  consecrated  lay- 
man  in  each  church  in  the  aasoeiation  to 
co-operate  with  his  pastor  in  seeing  that  his 
church  makes  an  offering  for  foreign  mis- 
sions before  the  next  meeting  of  the  South 
ern  Baptist  Convention.  Let  the  associa- 
tions] vice  president  keep  in  touch  with 
this  brother  and  he  able  to  give  informa- 
tion as  to  the  churches  in  his  association  to  , 
the  Foreign  Board  at  least  once  a quarter.

is  this  that  no  one  calhepeve  in  Christ 


to  the  saving  of  the  soul  until  convicted  by 
the  Spirit.  It  is  through  conviction  that 
God  draws  the  soul  to  Christ.  And  though 
man  must  believe  to  be  saved,  faith  is  not 
a thing  of  merit.  Sot  is  it  something  that 
nihn  can  exercise  at  will;  but  only  as  moved 
and  aided  by  ,<3ivine  grace.  In  fact,  faith 
is  not  an  act  of  will-power.  1 have  heard 
many  a one  cr^  “I  will  trust  Ilim,”  but 
find  no  peace,  i I,  personally,  believe  every 
promise  in  the  Bible,  but  many  times  when 
I pray  I just  cannot  believe  that  the  thing 
for  which  I pray  is  going  to  be  given. 
Sometimes  I affirm  with  all  my  will-power 
that  it  must  come  because  God  has  prom- 
ised. but  that  js  not  faith  for  the  blessing 
does  not  come.  I Faith  is  not  a self-conseious 
thing.  Faith  never  secs  itself  but  God  in 
Christ.  As  long  as  self  remains  in  sight 
faith  hides  behind  the  door.  It  is  right  to 
exhort  men  to  Relieve.  Men  must  believe  or 
he  daianej.  Bi|t  still  it  is  a fact  that  faith 
is  not  an  act  of  human  will-power. 

Faith  that  brjngs  the  soul  into  union  with 
God  through  Christ  is,  as  I see  it  a recep- 
tive, responding  condition  of  the  soul,  pro- 
duced by  the  in-working  power  of  God’s 
Holy  Spirit,  working  as  He  wills.  Note, 
faith  is  not  an  inherent  condition  of  the  soul 
but  a Spirit-produced  condition.  It  is  a 
something  that  comes  as  a result  of  a some- 
thing else  Paul  saw  this  and  wrote:  “Faith 
cometh  by  hearing  and  hearing  by  the  Word 
of  God”  -not  by  human  will  power.  Jesus 
also  said  of  those  who  received  him  that 
they  “were  bom  not  of  the  will  of  the  Hesh, 
npr  of  the  will  of  man,  but  of  God.”  “The 
way  of  salvation”  does  not  make  faith  an 
act  of  human  will-power,  but  a receptive 
condition  of  the  soul.  Will-power  may  re- 
sist and  reject,  but  the  receptive  condition 
takes  in  and  responds,  without  conscious 
thought  of  wi|l-power.  See  that  couple. 
That  girl's  heart  is  in  a reeeptive  condition 
to  he  woed  by  that  man.  She  takes  in 
what  he  says.  Does  she, exercise  will-power 
to  do  it T You  know  not:  she  does  not  even 
think  of  will-power.  Something  has  put  the 
heart  in  a condition  to  listen  and  receive 
and  she  forget*  self  as  she  listens  to  his 
worih.  See  that  convicted  sinner  seeking 
peace  with  Got!  through  Christ.  Ilia  soul  is 
in  a condition  t<j  listen  to  Jesus  message  of 
love,  a condition  produced  by  convicting 
grace.  God  speaks  through  His  Word  the 
soul  listens  snd  receives,  simply  and  gladly 
receives  without  thought  of  exercising  will- 
power, and  the  jsonl  kissed  by  loving  grace 
unconsciously  responds — “My  Lord  and  my 
God.’’  Jesus  woes  and  the  soul  receives  the 
woeing  love  bec*use  the  Spirit  has  prepared 
the  way  by  convicting  grace.  Somewhere 
along  this. “wav-’  regeneration  has  its  place 
Just  where  God!  knows  and  as  that  is  TIis 
work  I need  not  know,  but  personally  I be- 
lieve that  it  occurs  when  the  sovd  prepared 
by  convicting  grace  first  receives  the  loving 
Christ.  But  be  that  as  it  may,  “the  way  of 
salvation”  includes  Conviction,  Repentance, 
Faith  and  Regeneration.  But  marie  you, 
please,  that  it  is  not  the  way  that  saves  but 
God  Himself  through  Jesus  Christ.  It  is  our 
duty  to  make  plain  the  way,  but  point  the 
soul  to  Christ  atyne  for  salvation.  The  way 
is  for  saints  to  study  and  teach,  but  Christ 
is  the  sinner’s  only  hope — preach  Christ.  I 
knew  next  to  nothing  about  “the  way” 
when  I first  believed.  I only  knew  that 
Jesus  died  for  *inners,  and  felt  that  that 
meant  me.

I came  to  Mayton  Jan.  1,  1909.  MaytoO 
is  just  a ebuntry  post  office  fifteen  miles 
from  any  point  of  the  railroad — far  enough 
away  from  |he  mad  rush  of  business  for 
people  to  h*|ve  time  to  attend  church  ser- 
vices. I am1  supplying  four  churehes.  14 
time  eaeh-’ftoek  Bluff.  Mayton,  Clear  Creek 
and  Antioch.  These  churches  are  close  to- 
gether and  have  combined  to  form  a pasto- 
rate. We  have  475  enrolled  hr  members,  a 
large  number  of  whom  stand,  in  my  estima- 
tion, as  the  hpst  people  in  the  world.  Our 
home  and  fbreien  miss  on  collection  amounts 
ed  to  about  $135.  0..r  State  missions  col- 
lections are  On  now. 

I have  failed  to  do  as  much  in  this  field  in 
the  way  of  personal  work  and  pastoral  vis- 
i.'ng  as  I had  hoped  to,  on  account  of  the 
a.Tliction  of  rty  companion  who  has  been  at 
the  sanitarium  the  greater  part  of  the  year. 
There  are  y*t|  over  100  non-church  member* 
in  the  territory  of  my  churches.  Our  pro. 
tracted  meetings  have  been  held  at  Antioch, 
Rock  Bluff  aqd  Clear  Creek. 

Bro.  N.  A;  Edmonds,  of  Uke,  came  to  my 
aid  at  Antipch  on  Monday  after  the  fourth 
Sunday  in  July  and  did  the  preaching  till 
the  close.  The  church  was  strengthened 
and  will  rc*p  the  harvest  later.  We  had 
one  for  baptism  here  yesterday.  Bro.  Ed- 
monds held  the  meeting  for  me  at  Rock 
Rluff  and  a glorious  meeting  it  was.  too.  I 
could  not  attend  bat  one  day.  The  Lord 
« a*  there  in  great  power  every  day.  Twelve 
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were  baptized  at  the  close  of  the  meeting

United  Kingdom  Baptist  Letter.

Besides  the  Baptist  pure  ami  simple  there 
are  in  this  country,  as  elsewhere,  a number 
of  adject ived  Baptist  Churches.  Some  of 
thiir  names  may  at  times  ocqur  in  those  let- 
ters and  so  a reference  here  to  their  special 
significations  may  not  be  out  of  place. 

The  Strict  Baptist  is  a member  of  a com- 
munity in  which  membership  is  strictly  lim- 
ited to  persons  who  have  been  baptized  upon 
their  profession  of  faith.  The  Strict  Baptist 
is  usually  very  Calvinist ic.  but  the  term  re- 
fers to  the  condition  of  baptism  as  an  es- 
sential to  fellowship. 

The  Open  Communion  Baptist  Church  man 
is  a believer  who  is  Baptist  in  principle  but 
exercises  his  freedom  in  inx’iting  members 
of  other  churches  and  in  fact  all  believers 
in  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  to  unite  with  him 
at  the  Lord’s  table.  He  restricts  meinlier- 
ship  usually  to  baptized  persons  and  it  is 
interesting  to  note  that  modem  trust  deed* 
frequently  have  provisions  made  in  them 
for  th:s  type  of  ecclesiastical  organization. 

The  Particular  Baptist  here  as  elsewhere 
is  a member  of  a community  of  believers 
who  hold  the  doctrine  of  particular  redemp- 
tion that  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  died,  not  for 
all  men.  but  for  those  who  will  be  eternally 
saved. 

Then  we  have  (in  opposition  to  this!  the 
General  Bapt  st  Church  body  which  holJ* 
the  doctrine  of  general  redemption,  that  is, 
that  Christ  died  for  all.  General  Baptists 
have  exercised  great  liberty  in  tne  matter 
of  creeds.  At  the  present  time  the  few 
churches  remaining  of  this  order  are  practi- 
cally Unitarian  or  so  broad  in  their  theobvgy 
that  it  would  be  extremely  d (fieult  to  ident- 
ify them  with  any  other  community  except 
the  British  and  Foreign  Unitarian  Associa- 
tion The  other  General  Baptist  Churches 
were  absorbed  into  the  Baptist  V nion  of 
England  some  years  ago. 

Special  breadth  is  again  shown  in  the 
Open  Membership  Baptist  Churrh  which  re- 
ceives into  fellowship  believers  who  have 
not  been  immersed. 

Finally  there  is  the  Union  Church  which 
recognizes  baptism  by  immenion  besides 
other  forms  of  baptism. 

At  times  a group  of  Congregatinnalist* 
and  Baptists  unite  in  a d. strict  to  support 
a combined  Union  Church  where  it  wonjd 
be  difficult  if  not  impossible  to  maintain 
separate  ones.  In  the  end  the  Union  Chnreh 
becomes  either  Baptist  or  Congregational, 

usually  the  latter. 

All  these  designation*  are  cumbersome 


t 

and  at  times  misleading.  Jt  would  be  diftl 
cult  at  times  to  distiiuruisk  between  the  Un- 
ion Chnreh  and  the  Open  Communion  Bap- 
tist Churrh.  At  the  Metropolitan  Taber- 
nacle. which  is  Fartie$(ar  Baptist,  the 
communion  service  i*  open  to  members  of 
other  churches.  Again,  the  General  Bap- 
tists and  the  Particular  Baptists  appear  to 
be  broadening  out  into  an  indistinguishable 
whole. 

The  Rev.  J.  C.  Carlile,  t|he  famous  Metro- 
politan pastor,  in  dealing  With  this  subject 
say*  that  Baptists  here  ibiuld  he  divided 
into  three  e lasses : The  vary  particular  the 
not  so  particular,  and  the  pot  at  all  partic- 
ular. Very  frequently  t!ue  only  reason  for 
retaining  these  old  nicknjnrnea  lie*  mainly 
in  some  historic  reason.  | 

Service  in  Churche* 

Baptist*  are  never  safe  When  they  accept 
authority  outside  of  the  New  Testament, 
except  a*  reference.  We  hfre  suffering  aa  a 
denomination  from  importations,  not  from 
Ju  iiasiu  only,  but  from  Kottian  Catholic  as- 
sumptions. There  are  sect*  of  Christiana 
that  go  further  than  we  do,  but  that  ia  no 
excuse. 

The  early  disciple*  did  [not  even  build 
synagogues,  much  lea*  temple*.  They  met 
in  “upper  rooms”  and  put4ic.  place*:  their 
mission  wns  to  “go,”  not  worship  in  the 
temple.

Yet  a notice  appears  in  otic  of  our  papers 
that  a Baptist  church  is  |gb<nit  to  bu  Id  a 
“temple.” 

Through  fear  of  using  undue  influences 
over  faith,  we  fail  to  educate  in  the  doc- 
trines wc  hold.  As  a consequence  the  Bap- 
tist* are  generally  misundrWtoo  1 and  often 
misrepresented.  We  regar|l  the  Scripture* 
i.  e..  the  Old  Testament,  as  “profitable”  for 
reference  and  proof  of  Christ’s  Mesaiahship. 
Paul  doe*  not  say  teach  tpc  law  and  the 
prophets,  hut  “Preaeh  thal  jlVord.” 

Our  preachers  fail  to  impress  salvation 
by  grace  and  the  mission  of  the  church. 
Hence  laymen  do  not.  prrtss  forward  in 
“every  good  word  and  work.”  Too  many 
are  hearers  only  and  some  *re  quite  seldom 
at  service  of  any  kind.  We  get  little  ered  t 
for  doing  even  what  i*  d^rte ; because  we- 
do  not  report  to  the  secular  pnwa,  like 
workers  of  different  faith. 

Notwithstanding  all  this.  Baptist*  are 
growing  marvelously.  In  Educational  mat- 
ters they  are  in  the  lead;  in  numbers  they 
surpass  all  other  denominations  of  cvangeli- 
cals,  with  one  possible  exception.  Our  mode 
of  dismisaing  member*  i»  t»  serious  draw- 
back. as  statistics  nee,. ssarily  leave  out 
“trunk  Baptists,”  who  number  way  up  in 
the  thousand*.  Then  our  cHurch  clerk*  fall 
far  short  of  their  duty,  through  negligence 
or  forgetfulness. 

Centralization  is  a natural  outgrowth  of 
city  life.  We  have  begun  to  realize  that 
they  must  be  the  center  of  missionary  opera- 
tion*. Church  prix'ilege*  mjist  be  taken  to 
the  people:  all  will  not  go  t|>  one  big  bouse. 
Further,  they  cannot  be  developed  in  one 
congregation,  in  service.  Besides,  co-opera- 
tion with  others  in  Christian  work,  outside 
of  the  church  where  no  sacrifice  of  prur 
pic  or  faith  is  involved,  i*  d'wirable  for 
Alienee,  as  well  as  information.  A e’ 
that  does  no  service,  according  to 
teaching,  “is  dead.”

A New  Way  to  Can  Tomatoes. 

I .fist  summer  I tried  a new 
method  of  caun  tig  tomatoes,  and 
it  proved  ao  satisfactory  that  1 
want  to  pass  it  on.

Have 
the  can*  stent 'ltd,  place  the  raw 
tomatoea  in  them  whole,  jtour  in 
boiling  water  to  All  the  cans,  run- 
uiug  a knife  amuud  the  eanft,  ao 
that  all  the  ereviees  are  filled, 
then  put  on  the  cover.  Place  the 
e«ns  in  a boiler  or  large  veaael, 
pour  in  ho  ling  water  till  it 
reaehea  the  neck  of  the  ran,  put 
the  Pi  on  the  boiler  wrap  it  with 
a blanket  or  rug,  and  leave  until 
the  Water  ia  cold,  which  will  be 
next  morning.  The  rana  are  then 
ready  to  put  away.  I did  not 
lose  a eati  out  of  forty  qnarta. 
When  the  cans  wen-  npeueo,  the 
tomatoes  were  whole  and  firm 
enough  to  slier  easily.
